Budget Committee Calls 
for Cutbacks

"We have been dipping into our savings for 
ears now to make ends meet, but our savings are no 
ae there. Our purse is empty," college president 
Doreen Dailey stated in a recent interview with The 
Column. 


The college Budget Committee proposes 
several cuts which could affect the performing arts, 
speech department, foreign languages, automotive 
repair, commercial fishing, electronics department 
and the dairy/beef program. 


Dailey said,"No decisions on the budget cut 
backs have been made as yet, but cuts must be made. 
Measure 5 has pushed us to this point. A real sorting 
of values is in progress now. We must decide what 
we can sustain on our income. These are very 
difficult decisions, especially where cuts in the staff 
and programs are concemed. The decisions will be as 
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humane a possible.” The Budget Committee hopes to 
meet a March Ist deadline on making the budget 
cutback decisions. 


Programs that have been cut since 1980 
include ocean y, music, forestry, engineering, 
T.V/film and ing. 

President Dailey said also that "We must look 
at the realities of what’s happening around us. 
Upgrading skills, short-term training and retraining 
are some of the areas that we are looking into for 
change. We also have to be mindful of the 
community around us and what it can afford.” 


There has been a counter proposal submitted 
by the Faculty Union. They have a right to do this. 


These changes will affect all of us in some 
way and we have the right to voice our concerns and 
opinions at the ee meetings. The 
next Budget Committee hearing will be Feb. 20, 1992 
in

"Earnest" Lampoons 
Polite Society

The Importance of Being Eamest, opening 
Thursday, February 27 at the Performing Arts Center, 
is more than a comedy of manners. Oscar Wilde’s 
delightful answer to Shakespeare’s question, "What’s 
in a name?", is an exercise in wit and pure fun. 

“Eamest" focuses on four y English 
people as they search for and find (ah, yes!) true love 
amid the inth of English custom. Definitely 
Wilde’s best work, this play approaches the foibles 
and follies of the British upper crust with absurdly 
mannered smile. 

But don’t expect to sit down in front of the 
stage to watch this play. In an interesting departure 
from Astoria tradition, director Del Corbett is staging 
"Eamest” in the round. 

"“Theatre-in-the-round" simply means that the 
action of the play will take place right in the middle 
of the audience, who will literally surround the show. 
"I love it!", exclaimed Corbett, when asked about the 
staging challenge. "The unique characteristic of the 
round is that the action is right in the audience. That 
makes the audience feel like it’s more a part of 
everything." 

Cast member Kimberly Kile agrees. “it’s a 
real challenge", she says. A theatre major with high 
ambitions, Kimberly is trying to experience every 
kind of dramatic opportunity she can. "Earnest" will 
be her first comedy, and her first experience with 
theatre-in-the-round. 
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"It’s hard to get away from the proscenium 
style.", she said. "It’s tricky and a real challenge 
because there’s no place to hide. But it’s really a 
more natural way to do it."

Single Parents

“Lives in Transition,” a newly expanded program 
at Clatsop Community College is just what its title 
suggests. Designed to give aid and support to single 
parents and displaced homemakers, this program offers 
new alternatives to people seeking better ways to support 
themselves and their families. 

Julie, a recent graduate and single parent, was just 
such a person whea she entered the program. She had 
dreams of going back to school, finding a new way to 
support her two children, and helping other women like 
herself deal with the demands and preesures only single 
parents can understand. Once a confused and unfocused 
person, Julie is now a confident student who sees her 
dreams as real possibilities, instead of distant fantasies. 

"] used to struggle with my joumey,” 
philosophizes Julie. "I was always trying to walk 

else’s path; never looking inside myself to see 
what I really wanted. I’m on my own path now, and that 
means I’m more at peace with my journey.” 

"Lives in Transition” is made possible by a grant 
from the federal government, and peys full tuition for 
those who qualify. Money is also available to help with 
child care, transportation and related expenses. All single 
parents are welcome to apply.

Divorce: Children Lose

The only winner in a custody battle are the 
lawyers. This and others hard facts were presented last 
week by seasoned attomey Mr. Dan Van Thiel to a group 
of women in the Lives in Transition Program on campus. 

"Too often", he said, “the matter of custody, 
visitation, and child support ends up in court being decided 
by judges and lawyers, because the parents have failed to 
come to an agreement during their breakup and divorce.” 

Van Thiel streased that the court’s decisions most 
often do not serve anyones best interest. In his opinion, 
parents should want what is best for their children and be 
willing to work at the best arrangement. But the 
unwillingness is where everything breaks down. Then the 
courts, who don’t know the family must decide where the 
children will live, how much visitation the non-custodial 

will have, when that will be, and how much support 
or she will pay. 


The State of Oregon handles so many custody 
hearings, every year the judges have devised "canned 
orders”, a formula for visitation based on age. The 
younger the child, the more structured the visits: Very 
young children, short but more frequent visits, Older 
children less frequent, longer periods, a8 over the weekend, 
summer vacation , or chri pring school breaks. _ 

"The court also takes into consideration the family 
history", he said. If the non-custodial parent has a good 
relationship with the children, is free from drug and 
alcohol abuse, visitation is more liberal. If there is a 
history of abuse, then there still might be visitation but on 
a more structured basis. Also the custodial party always 
has the right to review any visitation order if problems 
surface after the order is in effect. 

There can also be reasons for the custodial parent 
to mot allow the children to go, even with a court order, 
The reasons must be carefully documented. 
"Non-payments of support money could also be a reason 
for keeping the children at home”, he said. 

If a parent doesn’t pay support, does he or she lose 
parental rights? “Not necessarily", he asserts.. "The court 
would decide taking into consideration the amount of 
contact that parent has had with the children”. 

One of the functions of the Lives in Transition 
Program is to provide support and information to single 
parents with legal and emotional issues. With enough 
information and support, the program staff hopes, perhaps 
the children could be the winners more often than 
atlomeys.

An attorney from Oregon Legal Services 
(OLS) will be in Astoria on Monday, February 19, to 
provide legal assistance at no charge to low-income 
Clatsop County residents. Starting at 9 a.m., 
interviews will be assigned on a first-come, 
first-served basis, at the office of Clatsop Community 
Action (CCA) in the Van Dusen Building, 372 10th 
Street, Room 207, Astoria. Interviews begin at 10 
a.m. 

Students may call CCA at 325-6513 to 
determine their eligibility to use the free service, and 
to get more information about accessing OLS.

You want to 
tell your advisor that schedule that she or he recommended 
is too heavy for you, but every tine you go by, empty 
office, or "no time to talk now."

Dropping by is the no-big-deal, spontaneous, 
freewheeling and a nice surprise when you hit it 
lucky. But it’s "miss" a lot mare than “hit.” 

A little planning can get you two together. 

The regular faculty have up to five hours a week 
of "Office Hours,” time when they have agreed to be in 
their office and available to students to discuss schedules, 
course information, and sometimes just "kick around’ 
ideas.

In these cases, instructors and advisors will agree 
to make an appointment with you, or to try calling you. 
You can leave a not at their office or at the switchboard, 
where they all have mailboxes.

Saving the Earth 
Without Spending Extra

"If you’re not part of the solution, you're part 
of the problem,” someone (whose name escapes me) 
once said. You have an impact on everything around 
you, whether or not it is the result of conscious 
choices. 


Every time you spend your money buying a 
General Electric lightbulb, you contribute to a 
company that uses its moncy to further nuclear power. 
Sure, it takes a lot more than your few cents to build a 
reactor, but those few cents add up. Besides, if you 
feel nuclear energy is damaging to the quality of life 


on this planet, do you want even a minor portion of 
your money going to support it? You have the 
choice, every time you buy something, to decide who 
will receive the profit share of the moncy that you are 
spending. 


Astoria is the home of an alternative in 
grocery shopping. We no longer settle for the 
hum-drum of a Safeway. The Community Store, 
founded in 1974 as a cooperative, non-profit, 
natural-foods grocery, offers a new approach to 
shopping for your daily bread, and many other things — 
as well. The Co-op offers produce and dairy 
products, herbs, grains, flour, beans and rice. In 
addition, they carry many grocery items, dried fruits 
and nuts, treats made without refined sugars, toiletries 
and personal items. 


The difference is not in the type of items 
carried, but in how they are grown, processed and 
packaged. They do not carry food with chemical 
additives or preservatives, sell only items that are 
organically grown (when possible); no irradiated 
foods or herbs, or packaging which causes harmful 
effects on the environment or is tested on animals is — 
available through the co-op. 


Many of the foods are offered as "bulk" items, 
allowing shoppers to purchase the exact amount 
desired. This type of shopping also climinates much 
packaging, most of which is thrown away by the 
consumer immediately. It is estimated that 10% of 
your grocery dollar is spent on unnecessary 
packaging. Most of the produce is organically grown, 
that is, grown without the use of chemical pesticides, . 
herbicides or fertilizers. This method of farming is 
part of the approach of "sustainable agriculture." It is, 
some say, the only way to insure that we will have 
producing farms 50 years from now. Some of the 
produce sold is Certified Organically Grown. This 
means that it has been monitored by one of several — » 
legally-sanctioned groups that have standards 
prescribed by law. Much of the produce is grown 
locally by non-certified organic farmers. This gives 
the added benefit of supporting the local economy, 
and not supporting the transportation industry by 
ee goods that must be shipped long = 

stances. 


Shopping at the Community Store may be a 
little different than dropping into the local 
supermarket, but it can give you a good feeling to 
know that you are truly making a difference in the 
world around you.

The College Tuition subcommittee is 
recommending tuition changes beginning summer 
term. The in-state tuition rate would be raised to 
$28/credit hour and to a maximum of $336/term. 
Out-of-state tuition rate would go to $100/credit hour 
and to a maximum of $1200/term. 


however, it is also suggested that students who 
register prior to the first day of the term receive a 
10% discount. This discount will not apply to 
out-of-state students. 


__ Itis believes that this will encourage earlier 
registration and better schedule management for 
instructional expansion. They recommend that the 
Gold Card rate be raised to 50% of the regular tuition. 
Comments or concerns may be made in writing and 
delivered to the President’s Office no later than noon, 
Wednesday, February 19.
